not have to face my God with this load of sin. The 
tortures of a thousand hells could not equal my 
agony when I think that within a few short bours I 
Must stand face to face with my God, burdened with 
the weight of a million sins. 

“But it is all over, I must go, and in their thougbt- 
less recklessness others will follow. I only wish that 
ny sisters in sin and those determined to follow in my 
footsteps could feel and see with me for one brief 
Minute, that their souls, as mine has done, could feel 
the surging scorches of an eternal, fearful, fierce, mer- 
Ciless and relentiess hell. I wish that my body could 
be preserved and the aad story of my life, with all tue 
horrors, could be written in letters of fire and exhib- 
ited to the sin-besotied souls of every city ou God's 
earth. But my breath is facet leaving; my soul is 
Struggling to meet its creator ; my life is ended.

‘I will 
build and theu shalt be built; thon shalt again be 
adorned with thy timbrels and shall go forth in the 
dances of them that make werry.

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POINTS ABOUT SCULLING. 


Richard K. Fox received the following letter from Charles 
Stevenson, the champion oarsman of New Zealand, who is now 
in Toronto: 





TORONTO, Jan. 10, 1898. 

Mx K. K. Fox—Jear Sir: Your letter to hand in whieh yon 
ask me to give my views on sculling in which you propose to 
give some handsome trophies to be rowed for at the World’s Fair 
and settle the chainpionship of America. 

First, I should advise to you to dois in some way to try and 
fetch out some oarsmen by giving races for them, sny for boys 
under twenty-one years of age, say two miles with a turn. in 
which they would have to give their right age; or a handicap 
race, according to performances of races in which they have 
rowed before, so you could judge them. There are no young 
ecullers to defend the title against the old school of oarsmen, as 
Hanian, Teemer, Gaudaur and Hosmer are still in the feld and 
no way to fetch any out to the front. 

It ie different in Australia where Spencer Brothers, Deiblo and 
Joe and Jack Thompson, and Watsen and Underwood, and 
others take hold of men that have never seen a paltry sculls or 
shell, and make great oarsmen of them. Deible kept Bi!l Beach, 
his wife and family in a/l the clothes, board and pocket-mouey 
they wanted for three years before he ever won a race 

Spencer brothers have had Clifford, Searle, Trickett and Sulll- 
van. Clifford they kept two years and never won «# race; they 
got two beats from America and two from England and lost 
£2,000 in stake money aione in four races. These stables have 
five men or so learning to row all the year round, and If they 
don’t turn out to be world beaters, they are given ali the opper- 
tunities; put in the best of boate and trainers that can be got to 
coach them. Pocket money, clothes, and the best quarters that 
can be got at Paramatta river; they get all stake and steamboat 
money that follow the races. Only two boats are allowed to 
follow and other steamboats have to drop anchor, and rowboats 
are to keep 250 yards ont of the path of the course or they are 
fined £60 to £100. Men are only allowed twenty minutes to get 
on the scratch; they won't postpone a race no matter what sort 
of water it is. It is twenty-two years since a race has been 
postponed, Australians can beat any sculler from this country 
or any other in rough water. As in training they are sent out 
to row or break their shell to pleces, which Spencer and Deible 
like to see, O'Connor, Hanlan, Bubear and Perkins would stop 
in their shéds for days at a stretch and would not venture out in 
rough water. All the Australians that could row woukl be out. 
A young man in America or Canada has getto learn himself to 
row; buy his boat and work at his trade ten or twelvetiours a 
day, and row in the evenings and Sundays. If by way of a 
fluke he turns out to be a werld beater, hé is then backed. No 
man can work hard all day and row well, as it contracts muscle 
that'is no good for rowing. Ue has got to take to one thing or 
the other. It takes a man two years at least to develop his 
muscles for rowing, so | would advise you to bring out the 
young scullers. 

And In the professional race for the big guns, one mile, two 
miles up to three miles is plenty far enough for the best of scni- 
lers, and I should advise you to have that distance in all races 
for the ' ‘Police Gazetie” championship cup, as a man can row 
himeelf biind and to a standstill in halfa mile. Tne better con- 
dition a man ia in the quicker he rows himself out. In a five- 
mile race men go off at 32 to 36 strokes to the minute, and finish 
at2zto sia minute. It’s not science but slogging, and the peo- 
ple don’t like it; they want something short and sweet. In 
half mile to a mile he goes off at 40 to 42 and never gets below 82 
to 36 strokes to the minute atthe mile. ‘Fearle and Stansbary 
went off at 42 strokes and spurted up to 85 strokes at the mile 
and half when they broke all records on Paramatta river. 

I would not go two blocks t see x five-mile race let alone 
start iu it, and all oaramen that i have spoken to are of the 
same opigion as myself. I think I have told you all I know, and 
shoul. ever sou decide to offer a prize you can depend on me 
starting.

I will cive to, say, the Coney Island Athletic Club or 
the O.ympic Ciub of New Orieans, $25,000 as a gift, they to 
guarantee that the fight will not be interfered with, and I will 

* then hang up a purse of $75 000 for a Guish fight between Mitch- 
eli and myrelf, the winner to take $70,000 and the loser $5,000. 
For the $25,000 the club accepting the proposition is to turn over 
to me the entire receipts of the house. I know that the Coney 
Isiand Athletic Club can be fitted to hold 10,000 persons, who 
will pay $20 each to see a fight between Mitchell and myself 
That would mean $300,000 as a starter. The sale of seats and 
boxes ought to swell the total to at least $225,000. Out of this I 
could pay the club $25,000 and hand over the purse to Mitchell, 
should he win, and still clear « handsome sum. In addition to 
the purse, I would want to wager frum $10,000 to $15,000 on the 
side,”’

According to the above Corbett can figure, but un- 
less the clubs Corbett names would agree to his-proposition. fig- 
ures would count for nothing. One drawback to Uorbet’s 
scheme would be his last proposition that he would in addition 
to the purse require Mitchel! to post a stake of $10,000 or $15,000. 
Now I should like to know where there is a man in either hemi. 
sphere who would individually put up $10.000 or $15,000 ona 
pugilist? Corbett might be able to raise backing fur $10,000, but 
it is doubtful. Iknow when ho was matched to fight John L. 
Sullivan he had to hustle to secure the $10,000, and only for 
several well-known sporting men who furnished stakes, the 
match would have ended tn bis forfeiting. There are only two 
instances in prize ring history in which pygilists have been 
backed w fight for $10 000 a side, and there is only one instance 
on record in prize ring chronvlogy in which a pugilist has been 
backed by one man singly to fight for $10,000. The two instances 
are the contest between Jake Kilrain and John L. Sullivan for 
the ‘Police Gazette” champlonsiip belt and the championship 
of the world in which the stakes were $10,000 a side, and an ont- 
side bet of $1,000, making the total amount $22,000, and the con- 
test between John L Sullivan and Jim Corbett, which was for 
$10,000 a side and a purse of $25,000. In both these matches Sul- 
livan’s stakes were raised by a syndicate and Corbett’s stakes 
were also furnished by several in‘lividvals. The only instance 
referred to above in which a pugilist was backed single and 
alone to fight for $10,000 was when Richard K. Fox put up that 
amount with A. H. Cridge for Jake Klirain to fight John L 
Sullivan, and also sent $1,000, according to agreement, for Kil- 
rain to betinthe ring. Kiirain is the only champion pugilist that 
ever fought in the prize ring for $11 000 furnished by one man.

Han- 
lan won by eight lengths, in the quickest time on record over 
that se, 31 mi 2 ds More than fourteen months 
elapsed ere there was another race for the trophy. when Edward 
Trickett, of Sydney, N. S. W., who had held the title of cham- 
pion of the world since he defeated Joe Sadler on June 27, 1876, 
threw down the gauntiet to Hanian, and they rowed over the 
usual championship course on the Thames, for £200 a side, on 
Nov. 16, 1880. Trickett had half a length the best of the start, 
and rowing 4 to his opponeat’s 36. held the lead until past the 
Bishop's Creek, when Hanian passed him. The Australian's 
*purt not belong responded to, he was level again befure Craven 
Cottage was reached, but evidently only on sufferance, as Han- 
jan did pretty much as he liked afterwards, ultimately passing 
the post an easy winner by three lengths, in 36 minutes 12 sec- 
onds. Next came the final contest tor the championship of 
Engiand chalienge cup. This wason Feb. 14, 1881, when Ed- 
ward Hanian, of Toronto, beat Elias C. Laycock, of Sydney, N 

8S. W.. from the Star and Garter at Putney to Mortlake, for 
£600 a side. The Torunto sculler, soon sfter an even start, 
secured a slight lead, was 9 seconds in front at Hammersmith 
Bridge, and 11 seconds at the Barnes Railway Bridge, ultimately 
paddling home a winner by 10% seconds, in 25 minutes 41 sec- 
onds. The trophy thus became Hanlan’s absolute property, in 
addition to £100 and a gold commemorative medal presented by 
the donors of the cup, all of which he now owns. 
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Another cup, valued at $1,260 (more than double 
the worth of that won by Hanian), was offered by the same 
donor. The first race for this aquatic trophy took place on June 
20, 1882, when John Largan, then of Wadsworth, became the 
first holder. and won a £20 sweepstakes and first prise (£30); 
Henry (better known as Hagar) Pearce, of Sydney, N. 8. W.— 
who, by the way. is an Englishman, having been born at Wit- 
ton, Middiesex—secured the second (£20); whilst E’las C. Lay- 
cock, of Sydney. N. 8. W., was third. Largun was fortunate 
enough to secure the much-coveted Surrey station, and rowing 
at a rate of 40 to the minute, got away best, but 100 yards above 
Alexander's all three were rowing abreast. Laycock gained the 
jead at the top end of Craven Grounds, and Largan, being fouled 
by Pearce opposite the Distillery, this gave Laycock’ a further 
advantage. But Largan was first through Hammersmith 
Bridge. At the Oi) Mills Largan increased his lead, and won by 
two lengths from Pearce in 24 minutes 5 seconds, and we may 
here remark that he had beaten Pearce over the same course, 
for £200, on the previous Friday. Wallace Ross, of St. John's, 
New Brunswick, challenged the winner of the first contest, and 
staked the necessary deposit. Largan, however, had made ar- 
rangements to go to Australia, and took his departure. Ross 
tried hard to make a match for the trophy, but in vain, and suc- 
cessively conceding George Bubear. the presumably best Eng- 
lish sculler, 10 seconds over the Championship course, had a 
further deterrent effect, and Ross, having other engagements, 
relinquished his right as challenger. 

> . . 

Nothing was now done for a long time, the title of 
Champion of England being in abeyance, although claimed by 
more than one sculler. But on May 24, 1886, George J. Perkins 
of Rotherhite, defeated Neil Matterson of Sydney, over the 
Thames Championship Course, for £200 a side and the cup. Mat- 
terson was favorite, and a severe race for about a mile took 
place, each in turn leading, when Perkins went away, passing 
Hammersmith Bridge in 10 minutes 19 seconds, three lengths in 
front, and winning easliy by two lengths in 27 minutes 26 sec- 
onds, having never been pressed after leaving the Orab Tree 
He then became entitled to call himself Champion of England, 
and although Matterson turned the tables on him on Aug. 16 
last. over the same course, the title was not in di«pute on that 
occasion. There was cinsiderabie talk among the American 
visitors in the autumn about making a match with him for it, 
but nothing was done by them: G orge Bubear defeated George 
J. Perkins for £400 from the Mansion Hotlse to Scotewo0d Sus- 
pension Bridge un the Tyne by three lengths, time, 23 minutes

or inferior to the man he is matched to fight. There have been 
many batties fought in the prize ring in which the boxer that 
should and could have won lost by incompetent referee decis- 
fons, mob rule and other causes. Who can wonder then at 
sportsmen being backward in furnishing $10,000 for men to Oight 
for? 
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Owing to the interest that is taken in aquatic cir- 
cles over the international single scull race between George H. 
Hosmer of Boston, Mass., and George Bubear, of Devonshire, 
England, the recognized single-scu!l champion of England, who 
are to row over the Thames championship course from the 
Bridge at Putney to the ship at Mortlake, for £400 and the cham. 
pienship, on Jan. 80. I have compiled a review of the races 
rowed for the aquatic premiership of England, from the time 
Edward A. Trickett, of Sydney, N. 8. W., champion of Australia, 
defeated Joseph H. Sadler, champion of England, June 17, 1876, 
to the present time. Until 1876 the English rowing champion- 
ship was always held by an English oarsman. After Trickett 
defeated Sadler a championship emblem was offered to repre- 
sent the championship, and Australian, American and English 
oarsmen competed for the prize. 
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The first championship cup of England was rowed 
for at Newcastie-on-Tyne, on March 17 and 19, 1877, when the 
competiturs were: R. W. Boyd, W. Lumsden, W Nicholson and 
W. Eiliott, all of the Tyne district. The trial heats were rowed 
on Monday March 17, from Mansion House to Scotswood Bridze, 
@ trifle over three miles, when Nicholson beat Elliott easily, 
as Elliott retired at Paradise Quay, and Boyd beat Lums- 
den by two lengths, in 30 mi 18 ds. The final heat 
took piace on March 19. 1877, and Bosd became the first holder 
by five lengths from Nicholson in 25 minutes 40 seconds, Lums- 
den beating Elliott for third prize by halfalength. The second 
contest for the trophy was between R. W. Boyd, the holder, who 
was the youngest man who had then achieved championship 
honors and Jack Higgins, of Shadwell, who were matched to 
row trom Putney to Mortiake for £200 a side, when it was also 
agreed, though not obligatory on Boyd's part, that the winner 
should hold the cup and also receive the gold medal It took 
place on May 28, 1877. Boyd gradually drew away and won by 
about 300 yards in 28 minutes 24 je. Another match was 
made on similar terms, when Higgins won in 24 minutes 10 sec- 
onds, on Oct. 8, 1877. For the third time they met on similar 
terms over the Tyne championship course, on Jan. 14, 1878. 
Boyd, after they had rowed about 70 yards level. drew ahead. 
and held the lead up to Redheugh Bridge. Twice had Higgins 
put on tremendous spurts to catch Boyd, who was out of his 
water, but {ailed. +4 third, however, had the desired effect, and 
@ foul. occurred, Higgins’s beat being so damaged that she 
quickly sank, and he completing the distance in a skiff. was 
@warded the race on the foul. _Wm. Elliott was matched against 
Higgins for £200 a side and the cup. The contest was decided 
between Putney and Mortiake on, Monday June 3, 1878. £100 to 
£80 was laid on the North countryman, who led to Dorset villa, 
but the Shadwell man drew level and «ent by almost instantly 
passing under Hammersmith Bridge four lengths ahead. in 8 
minutes 47 seconds, finally winning by nearly half a mile,in 24 
minutes 38 seconds. Having won it thrice in successiun, the cup 
b the abso) property of Higgins, who is still very 
proud of its possession.

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A GOOD MAN GONE. 


Jack Ashton, the well-known heavy-weight pugilist, died on 
January 6, in New York. He was buried-on Jan: 9 in Calvary 
Cemetery, New York. He first came into prominence in tire 
pugilistic world about eight yéars ago, when he was matched to 
fight Jim Dolan of New York, with bare knuckles: It ended in 
a draw. Ashton then appeared with much credit in sparring 
exhibitions with Steve Taylor and Joe Lannon of Boston, and 
subsequently met all comers in a series of scientific bouts at 
Brooklyn. When John L. Sullivan started for his: togr in Ire- 
land before meeting Charley Mitchell he took Ashton ‘along ad a 
sparring partner. Jack played up to the big fellow in artistic 
shape in Dublin, Cork, Belfast and other cities. After the Chan- 
tilly Oght be toured through the British Islands eaedting alt 
comers. 

Soon after returning to this country Ashton was matched to 
meet Kilrain, but the negotiations fell through. He was then 
matched to fight Jim Feil of Bryokiyn, with two-ounce glove«, 
The bout toox piace on Oct. 25, 1688, and after twelve viciously 
contested rounds Ashton received the decision on afvol. He 
then aspired to higher game, and a purse »f $1,000 was hung up 
for a fight with two once gloves between him and Joe Lannon 
of Boston. Ashton punished his opponent [freely for eighteen 
rounds, ang in the next knocked him ont. His next Gght was 
with George Godfrey, the colored Boston pugilist, on Nov. 7, 
1890, Ashton being knocked out in the fourteenth round. 

Ashton soon after went on the read with the Sullivan combi- 
nation anc ultimately came across the Joe Goddard party in 
Australia. A match between the pair was the result, and they 
met in an eight-round beut at Melbourne éariy in October, 1891.

J. R. W., Ashland, Mo.—Heavy-weight pugilists do not have 
to fight at any stipulated weight; consequently they do not have 
toe weigh before entering the ring It was announced when 
Corbett fought Sullivan that he weighed 178 peunds. 

W. P, Jersoy City.—Waliace Ross and George Bubear rowed 
for £2200 a side and the single-scull championship of Engiand on 
Feb. 13, 1888, over the Thames championship course. Ross won, 
beating Bubear 18 seconds in 23 mi 8 10 d 

J. L. ., Americus, Ga.—The partivs who threw forty win the 
first and second prises. They have the privilege of dividing or 
throwing offthe tle. The party who threw thirty-siz has no 
claim after being beaten by the parties whe threw forty.

HOW GODDARD BECAME A FIGHTER. 

The POLICE GAZKTTE correspondent in Chicago recently inter- 
viewed Jue Goddard at Evansville, Ind. Goddard said: “Do 
you know how I becamea fighter? It was the funniest thing 
in the world. Lam acontractor in my own country, and my 
brother is taking care of my business during my absence. I was 
at Victoria four years ago doing # job, and got into a dispute 
with aman named Ryan. We axreed to settle our differences in 
the prize ring, and met on the turf with bare knuckles. I 
whipped him quickly, and anoth«r match was made for £50 & 
side, and I won in 9 minutes. 

“Then I commenced to think I could fight and began to go 
into the business regularly. 1 was twenty-five sears old before 
I made my first fight, but have made up for lost time, as at 99 
I have @ record of thirty-three fights. Thatis not so bad for 
four years’ work. Isee that Corbett talks of waiting « year 
before making a match. Whatdo you think ofme? I made 
three fights in twenty-one days recently, Gnish affairs with 
Curran and Mickey Dooley, which I won, and an 8-round draw 
with Peter Jackson. That is what I cali being busy. 

“J aln’t a bexer and know nothing of the tricks of the ring, 
but I can punch as hard as anybody, and when [ start at a man 
it takes @ lotof punching to stop me. You see this long scar 
pnder my chin? That's where Joe Choynski ripped me open 
with an uppercut in one of our fights. Iwent.up in the air a 
foot and lett a dent in the hard floor where my head hit, but I 
was up and at it again before he was settied from the blow him- 
self. They talk about knocking men out, but I really thing it 
would take an awiul thump to land me. 

‘In the fight with Maher, he landed a right-hand swing 
square on the point of my jaw, and when I got back to my cor- 
ner there was 4 Inmp as big asa pigeon @gg on the point, yet 
the blow never jarred me That is why I think I can’ whip Cor- 


bett. He is as pretty a boxer as I ever saw, but that won't stop 
mo. When they cali time I go after a man and keep going un- 
til something drops 1 don't think Corbett can punch hard 
enough to keep me from coming, and any man ! can reach I can 


whip. I never took asparring lesson in my life, and when I 
train I never spar with anybody.”
